This narrative is a supplemental to my original narrative on 2/27/2012. It should be noted that I was in contact with Zimmerman from the time 
that 1 secured him on scene, until the time that he was released from investigative detention. 

Zimmerman was treated on scene by SFD for his injuries, Zimmerman was given the opportunity by SFD, while on scene at Retreat View Cir, 
to be transported to the hospital in order to be examined by a doctor for his injuries. Zimmerman declined. 

While en route to the Sanford Police Department with Zimmerman, he complained that his head hurt and that he felt a little light headed. I 
asked Zimmerman if he would like to go to the hospital. Zimmerman stated that he wasn't sure what to do. I advised Zimmerman that ii was his 
choice, and that I would drive him to the hospital. Zimmerman declined once again to be taken to Central Florida Regional. 

Once 1 arrived at the Sanford Police Department with Zimmerman, he was placed in an interview room. Zimmerman was provided with tissues 
and a bottle of water. Zimmerman was asked once again if he felt the need to go to the hospital, or if he wanted SFD to come bnck out to fake 
another look at him. Zimmerman declined and stated "1 think I'll be ok." 

1 kept a constant watch on Zimmerman through two way mirror glass. At no point did Zimmerman exhibit any behaviors that warranted my 
concern for immediate medical attention. 



I also made contact with Zimmerman every 15-20 minutes (approximately) to check his status, or to sec if he had any requests, During my 
contact with him, Zimmerman only requested for more tissues, more water, and to go to the bathroom, Zimmerman did not make any more 
complaints about feeling l ight headed,

On 02-26-12 at approximately 1920 hours, I responded to the area of Retreat View Circle in reference to a disturbance with "shots fired", While 
enroute J heard Ofc. Smith communicate that be was in contact with a possible suspect and an injured person. 

On arrival at the complex, 1 aslced Ofc, Smith if he was left, or right from the entrance. Ofc, Smith told me to go left. After the First turn, I saw Ofc, 
Smith standing between the buildings with s male, J exited ray car and went to Ofc, Smith, Ofc. Smith identified the person in his custody as the 
"shooter" mid showed men handgun. 

As Ofc. Smith escorted the suspect male tii fate patrol ear; I went to render aid to the injured m»l«. J noticed that the injured mole was young, and 
apparently of African-American descent, The wale was lying on his stomach with his head oriented in the genera! direction of north. I Attempted to 
obtain a pulse from this position, but did not get one. With the assistance of Ofc Ayala, I rotted the male onto his buck and tried to get n pulse. At 
this time I confirmed that the male had no pulse and wits not breathing. Ofc. Ayaln sad I began CPR. As I begun breaths I noticed bubbling sounds 
from the male, 

I lifted the males shirt and saw a chest wound. As I lifted the shirt, I fell si Urge, cold can in the center pocket 1 directed bystanders nearby to got 
me some plastic wrap and Vaseline. An Asian male returned with A plastic grocery bag nnd T used it ioseaS the chest wound. 1 was nimble to find 
an exit wound on the males back. 

Sgt. McCoy relieved Ofc, Aynla from chest compressions and she and I performed CPR fur approximately six minutes before rescue arrived, Once 
rescue took over, I stood by and watched until they pronounced the male deceased. 



I supervised the establishment of the crime scene snd crime scene log, I procured an emergency blanket from my vehicle and covered the male. 1 
assisted with identifying witnesses.

On February 26, 2012,1 was ttdtifiad to respond to the area of Retreat View Circle reference a shooting. I then notified Inv. Singleton to also 
respond. Upon my arrival and entering the crime scene, I observed a black mate, later i&ehtifted as, Trajivon Martin laying on the ground with his 
face up with his head to the west Martin was wearing a grey sweatshirt and light colored shorts and white tennis shoes, 

I was told by on officer that a George Zimmerman was the shooter and a hand gun has been recovered. The officer then told me that Zimmerman 
had beets taken to the Sanford Police Department. 

1 observed a key chain lying on the grass near the T portion of the walkway, a black flashlight lying on the grass just east of the key chain. 

I asked the patrol supervisors on scene if they had canvassed the area. 1 was told they had some statements from witness. I asked the supervisor to 
have some of the officers to go door to door as far as the crinie scene tape In Attempt to locate more witness, ! asked another patrol officer to run 
the vehicle tags parked along the mad on both sides of the incident There was a white male standing inside the crime scene standing next to the log 
officer. I made contact with the subject confirmed we had documented his information and then asksd him to exit (he crime scene. 

1 noticed a black cell phone near the area of Martin. I then contacted Agent Shor from CCIB to my location and asked him to bring the celabrite 
device, a device that is used to down load cell phone information. Upon Agent Shor's arrival he told me that he could not down load any information 
because the cell phone battery wni either very low or the was not Operable because the cell phone had gotten wet because of the current weather 
condition (wet and rain). 

While Martin was In the process of being transferred to the M.Fs office an inventory was being conducted of Martin's person. I noticed the items 
collected for evidence were a bag of skittles, an Arizona ice tea cm and head phones. I also observed Sgt Ciesla recover an empty bullet easing In 
the grass after Martin's was recovered from the scene. 

I responded to the Sanford Police Department upon my arrival I asked Zimmerman's wife to gel another set of clothing because the investigators 
were going to seize her husband's clothes. Zimmerman was released a short time later. 

On February 28, 2012 S spoke wllh SA Carter who told mc, wc did not need a search warrant. 1 had CST Smith take the cell phone to lbs Seminole 
County Sheriffs Office to see if they could download the cell phone. On March 1, 2012 I was contact .by the supervisor from the Seminole Count)' 
Sheriffs Office that they could not do anything with the cell phone oilier than download what was on the memory chip because they did not have the 
password. 

On March 2, 2012, 1 contacted via email and asked Sgt. Ciesla to recover the cell phone back from the Seminole County Sheriffs Office.

On 02/27/12 1 responded, as the on duty Supervisor, to the area of Jill Retreat View Circle in reference to several calls advising shots fired. As I 
was enroute, Officer T. Smith, had already arrived. Officer T. Smith advised over 11 A that he needed assistance immediately, confirming there was 
a victim unresponsive and he had one at gun point. 

Upon my arrival, I observed that Officer T. Smith had one subject in custody and seated In the rear of his vehicle. 1 confirmed that Officer T. Smith 
was okay and then went to the other assisting Officers, who were attempting to revive the victim. Upon making contact with the officers that were 
with the victim, 1 provided a CPR mask to Sgl A. Raimondo so that he may provide rescue breaths. I put gloves on, placed a plastic bag over the 
wound to the victim's chest and proceeded to provide chest compressions, Our efforts were continued until SFD arrived and took over. Briefly 
thereafter, SFD declared the victim deceased. 

1 instructed Officer T, Smith, to have SFD provide medical care to the suspect, reference visible blood on his face and then to transport the suspect 
to the SFD, for everyone's safety. I also instructed Officer A. Johnson to accompany Officer T. Smith to SPD, for officer safety. I instructed Officer 
C. Davila to attempt to locate the victim's identification, to no avail. 

The victim is described as a younger B/M, in his teens. 1 observed a single gun shot wound to his chest. 1 observed a package of Skittles in the front 
pocket of the victims sweatshirt, I observed a can of Arizona Iced Tea and a pair of car phones, in close proximity to the victims body. Scnttered 
nearby, 1 observed a small flash light, cell phone and car keys with a small flash light 

I instructed assisting Officers to go door to door in an attempt to obtain any witness statements. Officer Mead assisted in doing this. 

1 assured that the crime scene was secured by crime scene tape and that a crime scene contamination log had been started, The scene was held 
pending the arrival of Major Crimes. 



Upon arrival of Investigations staff, Officer R. Ayatn provided a briefing and the scene was turned over to them. 1 had no farther involvement in 
tin's investigation.

On 02/26/2012 at approximately 1900hrs hrs 1 responded to Twin Lakes Town Homes located with in the City of Sanford in reference to a call for 
service involving possible shots being fired, While en route 1 noted the weather to be raining and the time of day to be dark. 

Upon arrival I noted that multiple officers, Including my two sergeants were on scene administering first aide and rescue breathing to a black male, 
later identified as Trsyvon Martin. 

I gave instruction to my trainee, Ofc JN Robertson to Assist tne in securing the scene with crime scene tape. I then instructed Ofc Robertson to 
maintain and control the crime scene log after instructing him on how to do so. 

As some of the residents gathered to watch the activity taking place, 1 noticed that Ofc T Smith was still on scene and he had a Latino male, later 
identified as George Zimmerman In his custody. As the scene came under control, I walked to Ofc Smith's car where Zimmerman was sitting and in 
handcuffs and used my personal I-Phone (due to an immediate lack of access to a digital camera) to take 8 picture of Zimmerman's face. I saw that 
Zimmerman's face was bloodied and it appeared to me that his nose was broken. 1 also saw that the back of Zimmerman's head was also bloodied, 

1 then walked to whore Martin lay on the ground and took a photo of Martin's fact as well. I observed no physical injury to Martin, As I 
maintained the crime scene with Ofc Robertson I assisted with handing out witness statements to those who wore willing to cooperate. 

Inv, Serine requested my assistance for security to walk with him as he again made contact with all the witnesses who cooperated with police to 
secure an interview with them, I gave instruction to Ofc Robertson to maintain the crime scene and I assisted Ofc Sernio. 



After giving Ofc Serine the assistance he needed, 1 then cleared with Lt M Taylor that the crime scene was secured and that my assistance on scene 
was no longer needed and that 1 could return to my regular patrol duties. During the evening 1 down loaded the photo's to my department issued lap 
top and deleted the photos from my personal phone, 

On 03/18/2012 1 received information from Ofc T Smith that no photo existed of George Zimmerman with his injuries. 1 then emailed both photos 
to Inv C Serino, Inv C Serino then requested I submit this narrative with my involvement in this case,

DETAILS: 

On D2/26/20t2 at approximately 1 940 hours, 1 was contacted by CST D. Smith, and she told me that there had 
been a homicide at Retreat at Twin Lakes. Sgt Joseph Santiago also Galled trie with the same information. 
While cn route I called Captain R. O'Conner and told him what I had been told and that I was responding. I 
arrived at approximately 20 10 hours and met with CST Smith who briefed me an the scene. It was dark and 
there were intermittent showers. 

I walked through the scene with CST Smith and she pointed out Items of evidence that were already 
located. There was a Honda key with a small Rash light on the ring, a ceil phone, a larger flashlight, two 
plastic grocery type bags, a first aid kit, and discarded medical supplies. The victim's body was covered with 
a yellow plastic blanket with an Arizona Ice Tea can on it. I then assisted CST Smith in photographing the 
scene while we waited for the Volusia County Medical Examiner's Office investigator and transport services 
to arrive. After CST Smith completed her initial photographs of the scene I assisted her In measuring the 
items on the scene for her sketch, she then collected the items. The Volusia County Medical Examiner's 
Office arrived on scene and began to examine and move the victim. The victim had $ 40,15 In US currency, a 
bag of skittles candy, a red 7*1 1 red lighter in his packets, headphones next to him, and s photo pin on his 
sweatshirt. After making inquires I was told that the Arizona tee Tea can was from inside the victim's 
Sweatshirt pocket and had come out while first aid was being given. When the ME investigator lifted the 
victim's clothing I saw a single gun shot wound to the chest, The victim was then transported for the ME by 
livery. After a visual search of the area failed to turn up the cartridge 1 got the metal detector and began to 
scan the area where the victim had lain. ! did one sweep of the area with negative results and then reset the 
sensitivity of the metal detector. As I started again I heard a strong tone and looked In the area, i did not see 
anything so i marked the area, and instructed CST Smith to check the area again visually and I moved on. 
Before ! got fcc the end of the sweep CST Smith toid me that she had found casing just inches from where i 
had placed the marker. CST Smith documented and recovered a 9mm Luger S&B cartridge case. We 
retrieved our equipment and returned to the Sanford Police Department 

On 02(28/2012 at approximately 2321 hours i again met with CST Smith, officers and investigators and I 
observed CST Smith take photographs of the subjects' injuries, hands, collect possible gun shot residue 
using a GSR kit. This took place in a Sanford Police Department Interview room 2. We then had to wait for 
the subject's wife to respond with a change of clothes and the clothes that the subject was wearing were 
collected. GST Smith collected and logged all of the evidence. 

On B2/27/2Q1Z at approximately 1236 hours I responded to Retreat at Twin Lakes and assisted CST Smith 
in photographing the scene during daylight

1917 hoars a gunshot was heard in the background of the * CH "' 8nc ' moments later Officer Tim Smith arrived on scene. 

The encounter between George Zimmerman and Trayvon Martin was ultimately avoidable by Zimmerman, if Zimmerman had remained in his 
vehicle and awaited the arrival of law enforcement, or conversely If he had identified himself to Martin as a concerned citizen and initiated dialog in 
an effort to dispel each party's concern. There is no indication thai Trayvon Martin was involved hi any criminal a ctivit y at the time of the 
encounter.

On 2/26/201 2, at the Retreat at Twin Lakes community, located on Oregon Avenue in Sanforcf, Seminole 
County, Florida, a twenty-eight year old white male, identified as George Michael Zimmerman and seventeen 
year oid black male, Identified as Trayvon Benjamin Martin, engaged in a physical confrontation in a common 
area behind two rows of townhomes. The incident was witnessed by several people, all of whom called 911 
however the Initial harmful event has no known eyewitnesses, 

Preliminary Investigation showed that Zimmerman, a member of his community's Neighborhood Watch 




Victimology: 

The decedent, positively Identified by means of a postmortem photograph by his biological father as Trayvon 
Benjamin Martin, was a 17 year old resident of Miami Gardens, Florida, and a high school student with no 
criminal background, When asked as to his propensity towards violence, his father, Mr. Tracy Martin, states 
his son was a well- mannered, non-violent child. A local Mia mi Gardens Police Department background che ck 
revealed one field contact conducted In November of 2011. ^■■■■^^^^■■■■j 
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^^^|^^^mm^^^^|and he had been sent there by his father due to having been suspended for 
ten days from his high school in Miami Gardens for possession of cannabis. He had been in Sanford for 
seven days prior to this event, 

On 2/26/2012 at approximately 1B26 hours, I was notified of a shooting with injuries event by the Seminole 
County Communications Center, and I was Instructed to contact the duty Watch Commander, Lieutenant ML 
Taylor 

At approximately 1930 hours I contacted Lieutenant M. Taylor, via NexTel, and I was informed of the location 
of the Incident, and that one person (unidentified black male) was pronounced dead on scene, and that the 
individual who shot the decedent, Identified as George Michaei Zimmerman, had remained on scene, was 
cooperative, was in police custody, I was told that Zimmerman had been transported to the Sanford Police 
Department for interviewing purpose. I was also advised that the weapon used was also in police custody. 

On arrival at the scene, at approximately 2000 hours, I met with SPD Officer Rlcardo Ayala, who produced the 
preliminary report. Officer Ayala briefed me as to the known circumstances. I was informed by Officer Ayala 
that an apparent confrontation occurred between the then unidentified black male, later positively identified 
as Trayvon Benjamin Martin, age 17, and George Michael Zimmerman, Officer Ayala further Informed me that 
during the confrontation, Zimmerman stated that he produced a 9mm semiautomatic pistol (for which he had 
a valid Florida concealed firearm carry permit), and fired a single round, striking Martin in the chest Officer 
Ayala informed me that iifesavlng efforts performed by Sgt R. Raimondo, and Officer T. Smith, and Sanford 
Fire Rescue proved unsuccessful, and that Martin was pronounced dead on scene by Sanford Fire Rescue 
38. 



I then interviewed Officer T. Smith, who was the first officer on scene. Officer Smith Informed me that upon 
his arrival he came In contact with George Zimmerman, apparently moments after Zimmerman had shot 
Trayvon Martin. Officer Smith informed me that Zimmerman offered no resistance while he was placed Into 
custody at gunpoint. He stated that Zimmerman's facial area was bloodied, and the posterior of his clothing 
was soiled with wet grass, Indicative of having recently been on his back on the grass. Officer Smith stated 




I was also informed that statements made by Zimmerman on scene to Officer T. Smith were corroborated by 
several witnesses, and led to the possibility of this shooting having been In self-defense. Written statements 
were obtained rrori _^_^^_^^^^^^_^ 

Audio recorded statements from these witnesses wore conducted at 

a later date (referred to later In this narrative). 

After I learned from Lieutenant Taylor that George Zimmerman had been transported to the Sanford Police 
Department, I requested Inv. Doris Singleton respond to the police station in order to interview Zimmerman. I 
contacted Inv. Singleton, informed her of the apparent nature of this matter, and advised her to remove 
Zimmerman's restraint devices prior to conducting her Interview. 

I remained on scene and coordinated crime scene processing efforts with Sgt L. Caisla and Crime Scene 
Technician D. Smith. The scene was an outdoor crime scene, In a predominately grassy area with a paved 
walkway between two rows of townhomes, bordered by Retreat View Circle, and Twin Tree Lane, The time of 
the evening when the shooting occurred was approximately 1916 hours, after sunset, on an overcast evening 
with sporadic rain showers. The only ambient lighting was produced by the porch lights of several 
residences, and overall the location can be best described as dark. The decedent lay supine directly behind 
imflHHHH covered by a yellow police issued emergency blanket. He was wearing a dark gray 
hooded pullover sweatshirt, tan pants, and tennis shoes, I observed no blunt force trauma to his head or 
facial area. 

At approximately 2020 hours I spoke with Volusia County Medical Examiner's Office Investigator T, Clark, and 
requested her response.

stated that while inside of his residence he heard a commotion and two "pops" coming from the area 
behind his residence.

On 2/26/2012 at approximately 2055 hours I interviewed 

Iwho was in her bedroom, stated she heard "loud voices" coming from the area behind her 
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residence. She stated she heard a commotion, which sounded to her like arguing. She then stated that she, 
from her bedroom window, observed two men on the ground, and she then heard someone yell "help, help". 
She then heard a 'pop" noise and then saw the decedent laying on the ground, motionless, and the other 
male, who she described as "larger" and "Hispanic looking", standing over the decedent. Upon inquiry, 

■stated she did not witness how the confrontation between the decedent and the shooter occurred, 
provided a written statement, and her interview was audio recorded and submitted into evidence. 

On 2/26/2012 at approximately 2105 hours I Interviewed IHHHflHHHHHHHHH^* 3 ^ that 

while Inside of his residence he heard a commotion coming from the walk way behind his residence. When 
he investigated, he witnessed a black male, wearing a dark colored "hoodie" on top of a white or Hispanic 
male who was yelling for help. He elaborated by stating the black male was mounted on the white or Hispanic 
male and throwing punches "MMA (mixed martial arts) style". He stated he yatled out to the two individuals 
that he was going to call the police. He then heard a "pop". He stated that after hearing the "pop", he 
observed the person he had previously obser ved on top of the other person (the black male wearing the 
"hoodie") laid out on the grass. Upon inquiry, |^|stated he did not witness how the confrontation started 
between th e two individuals, and that he could not positively identify either one due to the lighting 
conditions, ^stated he was in his living room at the onset of the commotion, and looked out of his 
sliding glass door, which placed him approximately 30 feet directly in front from where the physical 
altercation between Martin and Zimmerman was taking placeJBB provided a written statement, and his 
Interview was audio recorded and submitted Into evidence, ^^^f written statement reads as follows: 

"I heard yelling out back in grass area of home but not sure at first but after second "help" yell I opened 
blinds, and saw clothing but everything dark outside. I opened door and saw a guy on the ground getting hit 
by another man on top of him In a strattie [sic] position hitting a guy In red sweatshirt or on the bottom 
getting hit was yelling help (guy getting hit on ground was wearing red calling out help). I said I was calling 
the cops and ran upstairs then heard a gunshot. When I got upstairs I saw the guy on top who was hitting the 
guy in the red laid out on the grass as If he had been shot. I also saw the guy in red standing near end of 
sidewalk where a guy with flashlight probably neighbor was talking to him asking what happened." 

On 2/26/2012 at approximately 2130 hours, VCME Office Investigator Tara Clark arrived on scene and 
assumed jurisdiction over the decedent Initial inspection on the decedent showed no significant trauma, 
other than a solitary gunshot wound to the chest, just left of midline. The decedent was found to not be In 
possession of any form of identification, and was transported to the Volusia County Medical Examiner's 
Office as "John Doe #3". On his person was a can of Arizona brand iced tea, a bag of Skittles candy, and 
$40.15 In LIS currency. 
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On 02/26/2012 at approximately 2345 hours f spoke with Assistant State Attorney Kelly Jo Hines and apprised 
her of the circumstances surrounding this case. 




with Tracy Martin who stated his 17 year old son, Trayvon Martin, had not returned from going to the store 
sometime on the evening of 2/26. Mr, Martin informed me his son was not from this area, and that his son Is 
visiting from Miami Gardens, and that his son did not have a State of Florida Identification Card or Driver's 
License. While conversing with Mr. Martin, I noted several physical characteristics he had in common with 
the decedent, thereby establishing a reasonable Factual basis to believe that the decedent was the son of Mr. 
Martin. Upon presenting Mr. Martin with a photograph of the facial image of the decedent, taken at the scene, 
positive identification was made in conjunction with Next of Kin notification. I explained the circumstances 
surrounding the passing of his son, and summoned for a victim's advocate to assist. Victim's Advocate 
Debra Wagner responded and assisted Mr. Martin and his family. 

On 2/27/2012 at 1030 hours, Trayvon Martin underwent a forensic autopsy at the Volusia County Medical 
Examiner's Office. Preliminary autopsy findings ruled cause of death was injury stemming from a gunshot 
wound to the chest which perforated the heart organ, manner of death established as homicide. A single 
projectile was recovered from the chest cavity of the decedent, and submitted into evidence by CST D. Smith, 



On 2/27/2012 I was provided with the audio recordings of six (6) 911 calls stemming from this Incident, along 
with a recording of George Zimmerman's non-emergency call. 




I reviewied the 911 calls, specifically 201 20571 6S9, placed by| || | In the background I could clearly 
hear a male's voice yelling either "Help" or "Help Me", fourteen (14) times in an approximately 38 second time 
span. This voice was determined to bo that of George Zimmerman, who was apparently yelling for help as he 
was being battered by Trayvon Martin. 

Investigator D. Singleton, using information obtained from the Seminole County Sheriffs Office Computer 
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Aided Dispatch (CAD), established the following timeline:

1911:12 Call received from George Zimmerman reporting suspicious person 
1913:19 Zimmerman relays suspicious person is running from him 
1913:36 Dispatcher asks Zimmerman if he is fallowing suspicious person 
1913:36 Dispatcher advises Zimmerman "Okay; we don't need you to do that" 
1915:23 Approximate time call with Zimmerman ends 
Event 2012571669 , 

1816:43 911 call placed by mm^Qvhere Zimmerman is hoard screaming for help 
1917:20 Shot fired; screams from Zimmerman cease 
Event 20120571671 

1917:40 Officer T. Smith arrives on scene 

1919:43 Officer T. Smith locates and places Zimmerman In custody 



On 2/28/2012 at 1030 hours I met with Tracy Martin, and ^HHH^HI st tnft Sanford Police Department 
The purpose for this meeting was to brief the decedent's next of kin as to the progress of this investigation, 
Mr. Martin, concerned over there being no arrest made in the shooting death of his son, was advised of the 
nature of this case, and ultimately assured that a proper investigation would be conducted. Mr. Martin 
acknowledged the complexity of this case prior to departing. 

On 02/28/2012, Investigator Trekeil Perkins received a telephone call from an unidentified female. This female, 
who refused to provide her name, call back number, or any other type of contact Information, disclosed to 
inv, Perkins that George Zimmerman has racist ideologies, and that he is fully capable of instigating a 
confrontation that could have escalated to the point of Zimmerman having to use deadly force, Inv. Perkins 
was able to record a portion of his conversation with this anonymous female and said recording was placed 
on a compact disc and submitted as evidence. No other Information has been obtained to corroborate this 
anonymous female's information and her identity has not been established. 



Research on the prior incident referred to by Zimmerman revealed that Zimmerman, on 2/2/201 2, called In a 
suspicious person at 1460 Retreat View Circle. Subsequent police response showed the person described by 
Zimmerman as staking out this residence, identified by Zimmerman as a black male, In a black leather jacket, 
and printed pants, had departed the area prior to police arrival, and criminal offense report was made (SPO 
Event 20120332595). 



On 3/1/2012, at approximately 1900 hours, while conducting a re-canvass of the neighborhood, I located 
HflH^^^I^HM m| m^|statGd she was home on the evening 

2/26/2012 a t approximately 1915 hours when she heard a commotion coming from the walkway behind her 
residence. ^^^^^^Bstates she looked out her sliding glass door and observed two men chasing each 
other, a fistfight between the two men, and then she heard a gunshot. When asked to clarify her 
observations, she stated she could not identify either of the two men, but she did state the person In pursuit 
of the person b eing pursued was approximately 10' -12' behind. On 3/8/2012 I called and left a message for 
|in order to coordinate a second Interview. On 3/9/2012 at 1826 hours I re-Interviewed 

|at the Sanford Police Department. m|^^^stated that what she witnessed was only a 

"glance" at the happenings outside of her residence, and only after she had removed her contact lenses. Her 
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vantage point was from the upstairs bedroom of her residence, and she stated the chasing she saw was in 
the directio n towards the "T" where the walkway leads to either Retreat View Circle or Twin Trees Lane. 
^^m|could not distinguish who was chasing whom, and cannot identify either of the persons she 
witnessed on the evening of 2/26/2012. This Interview was digitally recorded and submitted as evidence. 

On 3/1/2012, at approximate ly 2100 hours, I conducted a telephonic Interview with ^^HL^I^^HHI 

mm^mand was at home at the time of the Incident. She states she was in her kitchen 
when she heard what she Interpreted as someone crying, or moaning In desperation, before hearing a 
gunshot. Upon investigating, she observed a male standing over another individual who was lying on the 
ground. She states the individual standing over the other individual appeared to be holding the person on the 
ground by p ressin g on his back. She stated It was too dark to distinguish who was standing o r who was on 
the ground, m could not provide any other information, however her friend, MHHHH who was 
assisting with translation, was adamant that there was no ph ysic al fightin g at the time when the gunshot 
rang out. Based on these statements, I requested both Inland ■■■appear at the police department for 
more thorough interviewing in a controlled setting. Both^^and^^^^agreed to Interviewing, which was 
scheduled for 3/2 at 1830 hours. 

On 3/02/2012 at 1856 hours, I re -interviewed BMsH at the Sanford Police Department. ^miN ated 
she was home at the time of this Incident. She stated that while Inside of her kitchen, she heard someone 
crying, just prior to hearing a gunshot ring out. She stated that upon investigating, she observed one 
Individual standing over another Individual who was lying on the ground. She called out "what's going on out 
there?" She stated the person standing over the other person did not respond to her. After repeating "What's 
going on out there?" the person standing over the other person stated "just call the police". Instates 
she noticed the person on the ground was face down only after police arrived on scene. ^^|could not 
provide any Information pertaining to how the confrontation between the Zimmerman and Martin originated, 
and she could not articulate anything reference words spoken between the two. When asked to best describe 
the crying or sobbing she heard , she stated It was if coming from a young person, and the tone was that of 
fear, and/or complalning^JH||8tated she could not positively identify Zimmerman or Martin due to the poor 
lighting conditions, H^lntervlew was digitally recorded, placed on a compact disc, and submitted into 
evidence.

She 
stated she could not decipher what words were being spoken between the arguing parties, but stated there 
appeared to be three {3) exchanges of words to the argument When asked If she was acquainted with 
George Zimmerman, she replied in the affirmative, and she knows him to be an even-tempered "laid back" 
type of person. She stated she perceived him as being passionate about the neighborhood watch program, 
and stated she "could see him" confronting someone he perceived as a threat to the neighborhood, m 
could not provide any Information pertaining to how the violent episode between George Zimmerman and the 
decedent occurred and stated she was not familiar with the decedent. |^H|jinterview was digitally 
recorded, placed on a compact disc, and submitted Into evidence.

Upon inquiry, he 
stated he did not see anyone due to the fact that in order to see what was going on outside of his residence 
he would have had t o move the blinds over his windows In such a way that the person(s) outside would see 
(which is something he wanted to avoid out of concern for their personal safety.

and Martin, His interview was digitally recorded and it was placed on a compact disc and submitted Into 
evidence.

She stated she looked through her back sliding glass door and observed an individual 
lying on the ground, apparently calling for help, She stated she observed a neighbor, whom she could not 
iden tify, ask ing the person on the ground if he was "okay" and if the person on the ground wanted him to call 
911. PFUMstates that upon hearing the term '011", she chose to secure her sliding glass door, and retreated 
to the bathroom of the second floor of her townhome. She stated that as she raised the window of the bath 
room, in order see what was happening with the person Saying on the ground, she heard a "pop" noise that 
she construed to be a gunshot She stated that upon reacquiring a view of the o ccurrences, she observed a 
female and male giving CPR to the person on the ground. Upon Inquiry, | (states she did not witness 
anyone fighting with anyone, and she reiterated she did not witness the event in its entirety.

In order to re-interview her pertaining to her 511 call placed on 2/26. 1 left a business card on her front door 
and have left two messages on her ceil phone voice mail. 

Investigative findings show that on 2/26/2012 at approximately 1912 hrs George Michael Zimmerman initiated 
a nonemergency call to Sanford Police dispatch to report a suspicious person. Zimmerman reported a 
suspicious person, Trayvon Martin, whom he observed entering the gated community of The Reserve at Twin 
Lakes on foot, walking between residences from the northwest 




Investigation reveals that on August 3, August 4, and October 6, 2011, and February 2, 2012, George 
Zimmerman reported suspicious persons, all young Black males, in the Retreat neighborhood to the Sanford 
Police Department. According to records checks, all of Zimmerman's suspicious persons calls while 
residing in the Retreat neighborhood have identified Black males as the subjects. 
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At 1916 hours, a 911 call, placed by | J was received where Zimmerman can be heard i n the 

background frantically yelling for help. At 1917 hours a gunshot was heard In the background of the | 
91 1 call, and moments later Officer Tim Smith arrived on scene. 




Attempts to locate additional witnesses have consisted of multiple canvasses of the neighborhood on the 
evenings of 2/26/2012, 2/27/2012, and 3/1/2012. The distribution of informational flyers throughout the gated 
community was completed on 2/29/212 and a community meeting, which was held on March 1, 2012. 



All digitally recorded Interviews were submitted as evidence, and all forensic laboratory requests are being 
submitted to the Florida Department of Law Enforcement for analysis. 

Based upon the facts and circumstances outlined in this narrative, I believe there exists probable cause for 
issuance of a capias charging George Michael Zimmerman with Manslaughter, In violation of Ch. 782.07 FS. 
This case is being forwarded to the Office of the State's Attorney as a request for capias.

In order to provide a better understanding to Mr, Martin as to why the individual who shot his son was not 
arrested and charged with homicide, I decided to allow Mr. Martin to hear all six 911 calls received by the 
Seminole County Communications Center regardi ng the incident involving his son and George Zimmerman. 
In order to facilitate this, I escorted Mr. Martin andmmfrom the interview room area to my work 
station desk. I pl ayed the recordings on my desktop computer, and upon playing the 911 call placed by 
mmpln which a voice Is heard in the background yelling for help multiple times, I asked Mr. Martin 
Ifthevolci^aTlIng for help was that of his sort. Mr. Martin, clearly emotionally impacted by the recording, 
quietly responded "no". This encounter was not audio recorded, and no further questioning in the matter was 
conducted. Sgt. Leon Ceisia was present during the playing of the 911 tapes for Mr, Martin.

On 02/26/2012 at approximately 1835 hours, i was contacted by Officer T. Smith in reference to responding to 
Retreat at Twin Lakes to process a homicide scene, I arrived on scene at approximately 1955 hours and met 
with Officer Ayala and Officer Mead who briefed me on the scene. Currently at this time in the evening, it was 
dark out and we were experiencing intermittent showers.

At that time, I walked through the scene with the officer's and they pointed out Items of evidence that 
were already located, It was still raining at this time. It was dark outside, raining off and on, and there was not 
much light lighting up in the courtyard. There were a set of keys containing « small flash light that was on, a 
cell phone, larger flashlight, two plastic bags, first aid kit, medical supplies, the victim's body that was 
covered by a yellow medical blanket, and an Arizona tea can. According to Officer's on the scene, the Arizona 
tea can was originally located In the front pocket of the victim's jacket I then retrieved my camera and started 
to photograph the scene while I waited for the Volusia County Medical Examiner's Office transport services to 
arrive. After my photographs of the Initial scene were completed, Sgt Ciesla and I measured the Items on the 
scene and then I collected them. The Volusia County Medical Examiner's Office arrived on scene and moved 
the victim. The victim had $ 40.15 In US currency, a bag of skittles, red lighter, headphones, photo pin In his 
pockets or on him. I also noticed and documented that there was only a single gun shot wound to the chest 
After the victim was transported, Sgt Ciesla and I looked for a cartridge case while it was still raining. Sgt 
Ciesla utilized a metal detector as I searched in the areas the detector would detect A short time later, a 9mm 
Luger S&B cartridge case was located, documented, and recovered. All evidence will be transported to the 
Sanford Police Department and logged into evidence. 

I responded to the Sanford Police Department on 01/26/2012 at approximately 2315 hours and met with 
Office T. Smith. Officer T. Smith assisted me in meeting with the subject in interview room #2 to photograph 
his clothing, Injuries, hands, collect possible gun shot residue, and to collect his clothing.

The musculature of the chest and abdominal area is of normal color and texture, 

NECK AND TONGUE 

The neck presents an intact hyoid bone as well as the thyroid and cricoid cartilages. The larynx has 
unremarkable vocal cords and folds that appear widely patent without foreign material. The 
epiglottis is a characteristic plate-like structure without edema, trauma or pathological lesions. Both 
the musculature and the vasculature of the anterior neck are unremarkable, The trachea and spine 
are in the midline, and present no traumatic injuries or pathological lesions. The tongue is 
unremarkable. 

CARDIOVASCULAR SYSTEM 

The heart weighs 200 grams and there is no chamber hypertrophy or dilatation. The left ventricular 
wall is 1,1 centimeters and the right is 0.2 centimeters. The cardiac valves appear unremarkable. 
The coronary ostia are in the normal anatomical location leading into widely patent coronary 
arteries. Right dominant circulation is present. The endocardial surface is smooth without thrombi 
or inflammation. Sectioning of the myocardium presents no gross evidence of ischemic changes 
either of recent or remote origin. The aortic arch, along with the great vessels, appears grossly 
unremarkable. 

RESPIRATORY SYSTEM 

The lungs are collapsed and together weigh 410 grams. There are no gross pneumonic lesions or 
abnormal masses identified. The tracheobronchial tree and pulmonary arterial system are intact and 
grossly unremarkable, The pleural surfaces are pink and smooth with focal mild anthracosis. 

HEPATOBILIARY SYSTEM 

The liver weighs 1110 grams and presents a brown, smooth, glistening surface. Focal patchy yellow 
discoloration, due to mild fatty metamorphosis, is present. On sectioning, the hepatic parenchyma is 
yellow-brown, homogeneous and congested, The unremarkable gallbladder contains approximately 
8 milliliters of greenish bile. There is no cholecystitis or lithiasis. The biliary tree is patent. The 
pancreas presents a lobulated yellow cut surface without acute or chronic pancreatitis. 

HEMQLYMf HATIC SYSTEM 

The spleen weighs 1 00 grams and presents a gray-pink intact capsule and a dark red parenchyma.

GASTROINTESTINAL SYSTEM 

The esophagus is intact with normal gastroesophageal junctions and without erosions or varices. 
The stomach is also normal without gastritis or ulcers } and contains 400 milliliters of gastric fluid 
with food particles. Loops of small and large bowel appear grossly unremarkable. The appendix is 
unremarkable. 

UROGENITAL SYSTEM 

The kidneys weigh 100 grams, and 1 10 grams, right and left, respectively. On sectioning, the cortex 
presents a normal thickness above the medulla. The renal columns of Bertin extend between the 
well-demarcated pyramids and appear unremarkable. The medulla presents normal renal pyramids 
with unremarkable papillae. The pelvis is of normal size and is lined by gray glistening mucosa. 
There are no calculi The renal arteries and veins are normal. The ureters are of normal caliber lying 
in their course within the retroperitoneum and drain into an unremarkable urinary bladder containing 
approximately 75 milliliters of urine. 

The external genitalia present an unremarkable penis without hypospadia, epispadias or phimosis.

£CC contacted Fi Malphurs of an apparent death In Sanford in the courtyard behind 2861 Retreat View Circle. 
Person of contact (POC) was SPD Inv, Serine. POC advised of an unknown B/M who had been shot by a 
resident of the complex POC stated the following: 

At approximately 1910 hours on 02/26/2012, 91 1 dispatchers received a call from a resident of the complex. 
The resident advised of a BiM who was at the complex between the townhouses. The caller stated that the 
mate should not have been in the area and he observed the male while walking his neighborhood watch. 
Shortly after the call the resident confronted the male and the two began to physically fight Witnesses 
observed the two fighting in the yard and then the resident fired a handgun at the male striking him In the 
chest. The male fell to the ground. SPD and SFD arrived on scene. The male was pronounced at 1930 hours. 
The identity of the male was unknown. 

FI Malphurs responded to and arrived on scene at approximately 2144 hours. FI Malphurs observed a B/M 
lying face up on the ground in the courtyard. The male was clothed wearing a sweatshirt, t-shirt pants and 
shoes. The male did not have identification in any of his pockets. The contents of the pockets were taken into 
custody by SPD. One (1) defect was seen on the male's chest with a hole in each of the shirts. SPD did not 
request to complete a GSR kit. POC advised that the weapon used was a .9mm handgun. Fingerprint 
identification was attempted; however, the male was not in the database of fingerprints. The male was then 
named as Unidentified #3. Photographs of the scene were taken. Livery arrived on scene for assistance and 
placed theB/M in a blue transport pouch. The pouch was sealed with blue tag #VCME0000517. Livery 
removed the B/M to the MEO. POC was given a 10QO hours examination time for 02/27/2012. FI Malphurs 
dtesred the scene at approximately 22 1 hours.

This report contains the opinions and conclusions resulting from the voice 
comparison and signal analyses.

The audio on all eight files of specimen Ql was enhanced and three FBI CD-R discs 
were made each containing djreet rod enhanced copies from speebnen QL 

The specific request to identify the word following "fucking" at approximately 

2 minutes and 20 seconds of file 201 20571656-S1 3PIR.wav could not be done due to 

weak signal level and poor recording quality. 

Voice comparison is aot possible for the designated voices due to extreme stress and 
unsuitable audio quality. 

Details of Examination: 

Specimen Ql vm electronically enhanced to optimize the intelligibility of the voices 
and attenuate interfering or distracting features in the recordings. 

The specific request to identify the word following "fucking" at approximately

weak signal level and poor recording quality. 

Critical listening and digital signal analyses were conducted on the fust 
approximately 45 seconds of the 91 1 call on file SPD TWIN TREES S3 5 EVT 
20 120571 669, wav of specimen Ql. During this 45 second segment, the designated 
screaming voice is audible for apprwdmately 18,82 seconds in the background while 
a neighbor talks to the 911 dispatcher. Of the 1 8.S2 seconds, the screaming voice is 
superimposed for approximately 16.29 seconds by a sirmiltaneous exchange between 
the calling female neighbor and the 91 1 female dispatcher. The total duration of the 
screaaiiixg voice without another voice overlapping is approximately 2.53 seconds 
brig. 

Critical listening and digital signal analyses further revealed that the screaming voice 
of the 9 i I call is of insufficient voice quality and duration to conduct a meaningful 
voice comparison wi th any other voice samples primarily due to the screaming voice

It Is recommended that a high quality set of headphones he used when listening to the 
dtreet and enhanced audio files to obtain the optimum intelligibility. 

Special Agent Majeski advised tciephonically on April 2, 2012, to discontinue the 
request for preparatioE of an audio event chronology of specimen QL
